Terrible Crime in Indiu. 



The appalling features of East Indi- 
an crime are disclosed in the recout 
roports of the Calcutta Criminal 
Court, from which tbe "Pall Mall 
Gazette" has selected several cases: — 

In Cuttack a woman draws a child 
aside, takes the silver bracelets from 
her arms, and Mings the victim into a 
tank, on tho surface of which tho body 
is found floating a few days afterward, 
iu Behar a man sfcrang les a boy nine 
years old for the sake of his silver brace- 
lets and gold earrings, and throws the 
corpse into a sugar plantation. At 
Moorshedabad, Chamo robs a child 
aged five, and drops her into a deep 
and rapid part of tho river. At Ben- 
ares a fellow entices a boy twelve 
years old into his house, and there 
cuts his throat in order to gain pos- 
session of his silver bracelets, while a 
friend looks on and mildly expostula- 
tes, but neither seriously interferes 
nor gives information to the police. 
Another takes a neighbour's son into 
the fields, under the pretence of help- 
ing him to fly a kite, there strangles 
him with his waistcloth, and strips 
him of the trashy trinkets with which 
he was adorned. Yet another con 
ducts a boy aged nine to witness a re- 
ligious procession, but, passing near 
a ditch, Suddenly throws him down, 
partially strangles him, toars the sil- 
ver ornaments from his arms and feet, 
and flings him into the ditch, which 
is fortunately dry, and where ho is 
found before life is quite extinct. 

By tho promise of a melon , Leela 
inveigles Debee Dee, seven years of 
age, from his father's house, brains 
him with a hoe, and buries his turban 
and trinkets in a Held, leaving the 
body were it had fallen, and where it 
was found by the anxious father. 
This murderor, like the others, on be- 
ing charged with tho crime, at once 
confessed his guilt but pleaded as an 
extenuating circumstance that ho was 
prompted by an evil spirit. A woman 
holds a little girl under water until 
she is drowned; the temptation being 
a silver collar of tho weight of two 
rupees. Two women one evening 
asked a child eight years old to come 
to them on tho morrow for some fruit, 
and, when she eagerly arrives, tho one 
holds her whilo tho other passes a rope 
around her neck and pulls it until the 
breath has fled. ' Tho body was speed- 
ily found in tho midst of some tall 
grass near tho house, and tho spoils 
consisted of a silver collar weighing 
four rupees. 

A woman of Tipperah was engaged 
in cooking her food when, according 
to her own account, a child not above 
six years old came toddling up to her. 
Suddently a thick darkness enveloped 
her, and a voice sounded in her ears 
bidding her strangle her strange little 
visitor. Thereupon she seized the 
child by tho throat and tho darkness 
passed away. So she dug a holo in 
the floor of her house and laid the 
body therein, after taking off tho few 
valueless ornaments; A girl aged 
nine, herself recently betrothed, 
drowns her play-fellow in a shallow 
watorcourso, while a boy fourteen 
years old loads in play a youthful com- 
panion to the edge of a tank, sm ash- 
es his skull with a flint.possessos him- 
self of tho scanty ornaments, mid 
then lays the crime at the door of a 
neighbour. 

Colonel Valkntine Baker. — The 
following notice from the War Office 
appeared in l ;i9 t night's "London 
Gazette; — " " Half-pay. Lieutenont- 
Colonol and Brevet Colonel Valentine 
Baker, half-pay, Into 10th Mussars, 
has been removed from the Army, 
Her Majesty having no further occas- 
ion for his scivicos. Dated 2ud Aug. 
1875." 



The Case op Samuel Dawson. — Tho 
"Daily Nows" says: — A crowded moot- 
ing was held in tho Town Hall, Bed- 
ford, last night, to express sympathy 
with Samuel Dawson, an agricultural 
labourer, who was roleasod yostorday 
morning from Bodford gaol, after hav- 
ing suffered two months* imprison- 
ment with hard labour for not sup- 
porting his parents. Tho Mayor of 
Bedford occupied tho chair, and Mr. 
Henry . Wright detailed tho facts of 
the case. Dawson on rising to speak 
was very warmly received. He said 
he was unable to express his feelings 
at the sympathy shown to him. His 
wife had been a great sufferer, and 
consequently he had boen thrown be- 
hind with his payments.. The reason 
why he had not complied with the 
demand of tho law was that he thought 
it his duty to pay his debts before re- 
lieving the fanners' pookets. A reso- 
lution was passed expressing sym- 
pathy with Dawson, and a strong feel- 
ing in favour of stipendiary magistra- 
tes. A letter was read from Mr. Mor- 
ley, M.P., enclosing £5, and express- 
ing an opinion that tho magistrates 
were unfit for their office. Nearly C50 
has been collected for Dawson. 

When blinds aud doors do not close 
snugly, but leave cracks through 
which drafts cntor, the simplest reme- 
dy, recommended byMr. Schuetse, 
building commissioner in Dresden, 
Germany, is this : Place a strip of putty 
all along tho jambs, cover the edge of 
tho blind or door with chalk, and nliut 
it. Tho putty will then lill all spaces 
which would remain open and bo press- 
ed where it is not needed, while tho ex- 
cess is removed with a knife. The 
chalk rubbed on the- edges prevents 
the adhesion of the, putty to tho blind 
or door, which then can be opened 
without adhesion, and tho putty is left 
in place, where it soon dries and leaves 
a perfectly fitting jamb.

The Common Enemy. 

Could tbeio be d more suicidal cry 
than that of the Local Government 
party, that the Dominion Govern- 
ment, with Mr. Mackenzie at its head, 
is the Common Enemy. It must he 
borne in mind that we went to Ottawa to 
ask to be admitted into tho Unioii,and 
obtained terms more liberal than the 
most sanguino amongst uu could well 
expect. That all tho terms havo boon 
kept oxcept the commencement of tho 
Railway within the throe years, and 
that Sir John Macdonald's Govern- 
ment made this default in the summor 
of 1873. That in the groat struggle 
in the House of Commons in that year 
our members were a unit against tha 
Reform party (who compose the pre- 
sent Dominion Government) and ad- 
hered to Sir John. That when the 
new Government, headed by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, came into power in the fall of 
that year, they did not treat us as wo 
treated them when in opposition, for 
did they stay the proceedings then 
Iound going on ? Did they disturb 
any of tho Terms of Union. Did thoy 
do more than to ask for additional 
time to complete tho Railway ? And 
when we threatened to annihilate tho 
Local House for daring to alter the 
Terms, was not an envoy, in the form 
of Mr. Edgar, sent to us; and was ho 
not the first to speak of the Island 
Railway as a fgct ? Recollecting that 
the Dominion Government do not re- 
cognize tho Terms as binding them to 
build beyond the soaboard, we de- 
clare war with Mr. Mackenzie and re- 
fuse the Island Railway; and what 
is tho result V No Railway yet, and in 
the struggle have we gained much ex- 
cept delay ? When the decision of the 
Earl of Carnarvon was made did not 
the Canadian Government endeavor 
loyally to carry it out. Did they not 
introduce a bill into the Houso of 
Commons authorizing the construc- 
tion of the Island Railway without 
clauses compelling them to submit tho 
contracts to Parliament in order that 
tho work might be humedup.and was 
not this bill carried in the Commons 
by the large majority of Liberal mem- 
bers, supporters of Mr. Mackenzie ? 
and when the bill went to tho Seuato 
(a large majority of whom are Conser- 
vatives and supporters of Sir John 
Macdonald) was it not defeated by- 
Mr. Mackenzie's opponents with a 
view of embarrassing his Government. 
Had the Senate passed tho Bill the 
contracts for the Island road might 
have been let. Tho people should ro- 
collect that the Seuato caused the de- 
lay now and that this is an irresponsi- 
ble body. Tho Government at Otta- 
wa have no control over it, and it will 
do all it can to embarrass Mr.Macken- 
, zio's Government, and it sceuiB they have 
allies hero in tho Local Oovorumeut who 
are assisting thorn. Vo our Local Gov- 
ernment wajt tho Dominion Governmont 
to build tho railway? If so why quar- 
rel with thorn ? We can oxpect no change 
of governmont at Ottawa until tho next 
general elootion four yenrs henco, and wo 
Mhould do our best to keep friends with a 
Government who have our dos- 
fciny in their hands. There is no 
fact that tho Local Govornment can show 
which will warrant tho assumption that 
tho Dominion Governmont will not carry 
out tho ilooision of Lord Carnarvon. 
Huvo thoy not sont on parties of survey- 
ors in greater numbers with larger staffs V 
Have thoy not purchased and forwarded 
steel rails? Havothoy not tried to got tho 
bill to allow tho Island Railway to bo built 
and boon defeated by their opponents in tho 
Senate. Have thoy not, as stated by Mr.Boa- 
ven on the hustings, given us the §50,1)0(1 
to build the dry dock when by tho terms 
of union they are ouiy obliged to guaran- 
tee tho interestfor ton years ? Then what 
have they done or omitted to 
do to warrant tho continued abuse of 
them? Will wo gain anything by this 
oourse and should wo elect men en this 
cry? Can tho sonsiblo ] o >plo among ua 
think for a momont that this will advance 
the Kail way ? that it will induce tho So- 
nato to abandon their opposition next 
session and puss tho now bill to bo intro- 
duced again. Now, bearing in mind that 
these men {Senators) care moro about 
embarrassing Mr. Mackenzie then build- 
ing our railway ? is not tho most sonsi- 
blo course for us to shako hands with tho 
Ottawa people and make tho best of the 
position and loyally assist them them to 
induce the Senate to give way? Then 
elect men who will do this. If I\Ir. Ifal- 
kom has by reason of his antagonism to 
tho Dominion Govornment put it out of 
his power to work cordially with thorn, 
then why should wo uphold him and 
keep up tho ill fooling? Bettor that he 
sh mid givo way and now mou be oleotod 
who could work harmoniously with the 
Dominion. It was stated on tho hustings 
that Victoria has not been as prosperous 
for many years as now; who then furnish- 
es us the money. Tho Dominion pays us 
$100,000annuafly for tho right of way for 
the Railway. Thoy, in fact fur- 
nish all tho money tho mon 
on James Bay aro spending and 
inking credit for in tho way of public 
works in this Province, Thou away with 
our foolish cry against our host friends. 

The Election- 

Tub Result.— The result of* tho eleo- 
lion yesterday cannot fail to bo gratify- 
ing to all true Reformers thtoughout tho 
Province, and may be accepted as a happy 
augury of sweeping triumphs for tho 
Good Oausa in nearly every other dis- 
trict. Tho olection of Mr, Elliott and 
tho defeat of Mr. Duck, a staunch sup- 
porter, virtually breaks tho back of tliu 
(lovorninnnl throughout the Province,

while tho return of Messrs. Trimble and 
Douglas, Indopeudonts, sends Mr. "Wal- 
kom out of tho city with but one man in 
his favor — Mr. Beavon. Tho election of 
Mr. Boaven, with the immonse weight of 
patronage wielded by the Lands It Works 
Dopartment, was, of course, a foregone 
conclusion. Victoria is essentially a pap- 
saturated city. Hero the men who havo 
received the greatest amount of favorB at 
tho hands of the Local Government re- 
side, and hero it was intended the Gov- 
ernment should win with a majority that 
would influence tho rest of tho Island and 
part of tho Mainland, too. Woll, the Re- 
formers have met tho enemy and havo 
whipped them out of their boots, and 
thoy go from Victoria into the Districts 
''conquering and to conquer." Lot tho 
watchwords bo, "Reform and down with 
Rings!"

ICELAND. 



[From the London Tlmei, Aug. U.J 

Iceland is suffering sore distress, 
and seems to havo worse before it, 
Since the eruption of the Skapter Jo- 
kullin 1783, which covered with lava 
and ashos a region larger than most 
Fngliah counties, and killed or doom- 
ed to starvation a fifth of the popula- 
tion, tho island has known no calami- 
ty so terrible as that which fell upon 
it on Easter Monday, March 29, 1875. 

The details of the disaster which bo- 
fell in March will now be more easily 
understood. Volcanic activity had, 
since 1867, been showing itself in vari- 
ous places in and about the ice rogion 
of theVatna Jokull, but without doing 
much mischief. Last spring this vol- 
canic activity concentrated itself in a 
particular district — -that of the so-call- 
ed wilds of Myvatiu. Sporadic erup- 
tions, nccompaniod by great earth- 
quakes and dust-hnze in the sky, broke 
out in many placos, and at night the 
wholo country side stood in a blaze of 
smoke and fire. Two points, at a 
considerable distance from each other, 
have boon the capital furnaces of the 
eruption in Myvatu; ono is near the 
mountain called Kollottafjall, "the 
bald hill," the other, south of this, in 
Dyngjufgoll, a group rising on th o 
spurs of the great lava waste of the 
Odaharhaun, fringing the northern 
spurs of the frozen tabloland. On Eas- 
ter Monday, March 29, this southern 
crater of Dyngjufgoll burst into an 
eruption of appalling violence. Hi a 
close on eighteen centuries since tho 
boy, who had just seen it, described, 
in lottors to the great historian of his 
age, that awful catastrophe which over- 
whelmed Pompeii aud Horculanoum, and 
never, perhaps, Bince then has a liko 
disaster been surrounded by terrors 
which hearsay loaves so palpable. On 
Easter Monday, March 29th last, early 
in the morning, loud rumbling noises 
were heard to the westward. The air 
was heavy and jet-black towards the 
north and north-east. About nine 
o'clock grey scoriaceous sand began 
to fall from tho sky, a dark column 
moved on nearor and nearer, tho 
darkness grow deeper, and with it tho 
hail of scoria? thijkened. About 11 
a. m. candles had to be lighted in tho 
houses; by noon the blackness was so 
denso that out of doors a man could 
uot distinguish the fingers of his hand 
at a few inches from the eye. This 
utter darkness lasted from about noon 
to one p. m. During this time, win- 
dows seemed to ono within tho house 
liko mirrors, reflecting any objects on 
which tho light fell as if they had 
been coatod on tho outside with quick- 
ilver, Meantime ashes and sand 
were falling thick and fast. The air 
was bo charged with electricity that if 
an iron spike were held out at the 
door it seemed ablaze, and tho thun- 
derclaps chased each other in rapid 
echoes across the sky. When tho 
darkness wore off, about 4 p.m., the 
shower of ashes abated. Then it was 
seen that the layer of ashes and scoria} 
that covered tho earth was from 1$ to 
8 inches deep — ^coarsest where thick- 
est, in many places showing pumico 
boulders twice as big as a man's flat. 

The last mail from Iceland brings 
the tidings that the more northerly, 
also, of the two craters was lately 
pouring molten lava over what were 
once summer pastures. But it is from 
the district desolated by the more 
southerly eruption of March that the 
saddest acoounts reach us. This dis- 
trict includes the two most fertile 
valleys in Iceland, Jokuldal and 
Fljotsdalshorad, as well as Bix thriv- 
ing communes, covering an area , with 
tho adjacent pastures, of about 3,000 
square miles. A few hours of day 
turned into night were enough to cov- 
er this whole tract with a thick crust 
of pumice-stone and ashoa whioh 
oliokos all verdure; fields and fells 
alike are barren, and for a long while, 
perhaps, doomed to barrenness. The 
first effort was to clear tho manured 
grass fields, if only one cow tor 
every farm could be supported on tho 
grass of tho clearing; but westerly 
storms have, in some cases as often 
as three times, covered the clearage 
over again with volcanic deposit, and 
this labour of reclamation is now too 
narrow and too lato. As to the unma- 
nured grass-fields, tho bog hinds, they 
too have suffered; tho thaw-wators 
from tho snow-fields have ovorlaid 
them with scoiiio and ashos, so that 
for years thoro can bo no hopo of a 
hay harvest. For years there tho 
choicost pastures, too, in Iceland — the 
small valloys, rivor courses, dolls, and 
doans — will bo ash hoaps without a 
bludo of grass for shoop to nibble at.

The reaction after re- 
cent exciting ovonts disposed the 
public generally to settle down to a 
re composed state, and to regard 
late occurrences as a nine days' won* 
der.

The Fiji Islands. 

The gydney Morning "Herald" of 
July 31st has the foiling reports from 
the Fiji Islands: 

We have files from Levuka to ths 
16th July, from which we take the fol- 
lowing extracts: 

A deputation of gontlemen waited 
on Commodore Goodenough on board 
the "Pearl" to present him an illumi- 
nated address as an ornblem of the re- 
spect he was held in, and the service 
he had so generously rendered to the 
Europeans resident in tho Fiji by so 
nobly aiding them .to nchieve annex- 
ation with Great Britiau. Mr. Rvpert 
Ryder read the address and present it 
to the Commodre. 

The Fiji "Argus" records that after 
a long, laboms, and useful life, Ed- 
ward John Hawksloy calmly expired 
an the aftornoon of Friday, 2d July, 
as his residence, South Levuka. Tho 
greater part of Mr. Hawksley's life 
was passed in Sydney, and many 
frionds will share our regret in making 
this announcement. 

A disastrous fire is reported as hav- 
ing occured at Bau on tho night of 
Suunay, 12th July, destroying the 
principle buildings and a great por- 
tion of the town. The inhabitants 
had to fly for their lives, aud ond sick 
natiao pxrished in tho Haines. A largo 
quantity of property belonged to Ci- 
kobau, and one of his State canoes 
was destroyed. 

H. M. S! "Pciil" left on Tuesday 
aftornoon, July 13th, for the New 
HebricB, and purposed calling at 
several of the Paific islands en route 
for Sydney.
